EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' amendment filed on June 2, 201 1 . 
Claims 4 and 14 have been canceled. Accordingly, claims 1-3, 5-13 and 15-21 are 
pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants' request for reconsideration of the rejection of the last Office action is 
persuasive and, therefore, the rejection of that action is withdrawn. 

Claims 1-3, 5-13 and 15-21 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- Regarding claim 1 : the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed 
combination including threads of the first and second rotors are intermeshed at a location 
adjacent to the first and second inlets, such that fluid entering the chamber via the first and 
second inlets is moved through the flow paths, wherein the flow paths are isolated from each 
other such that pressure differentials are maintained among the flow paths when the screw pump 
is in operation. 

- Regarding claim 11 : the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed 
combination including the fluid inlet of the first flow path and the fluid inlet of the second flow 
path are located at a common low pressure side of the chamber and on a common plane, wherein 
the first and second flow paths are isolated from each other such that pressure differentials are 
maintained between the first and second flow paths when the screw pump is in operation.
